REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In reviewing the school work of the past year, we find 
that much that is good has been accomplished. Capable 
teachers have been employed, who have conscientiously 
tried to labor for the advantage of their pupils; and there- 
fore, where teacher and pupils have worked together, the 
best results have been obtained. A great cause of loss in 
gaining these best results for all most interested has been, 
as heretofore, the many absences on the part of many pupils. 
We must reiterate that in all cases the school work is 
greatly interfered with—neither teacher nor pupils being 
able to accomplish the work that otherwise might have 
been done. At the same time we know that imperative 
family duties many times cause some of these absences; 
and the worthy pupil should not feel discouraged because 
of this. School is important, but other things are also im- 
portant. It is the part of a good teacher to know the 
circumstances of each pupil in his care, and encourage a 
necessary absence, as well as discourage an unnecessary 
one. The mere record of attendance is not an end in itself. 

It is strange that we, as a people, should be so little 
interested in our public schools. What is there in public 
life of more importance? Nearly every household for a 
period of several years, is interlinked in its daily associa- 
tion with the school. Every man and woman in the com- 
munity received the foundation of his intellectual culture 
in the public school. Why, then, should not those at least 
who should be most interested, namely the parents, give 
more time and thought to the drift of things in the public 
schools? An intelligent interest can only be gained by per- 
sonal inspection; and this would be cordially welcomed - 
by teachers and those connected with the schools. Fre- 
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quent visits from parents would do much toward estab- 
lishing good will and sympathy between parents and 
teachers. Then, we are sure, would kindly criticisms and 
helpful suggestions be gladly received by teachers from 
parents; and parents would more clearly realize the 
strenuous efforts and patient work of the faithful teacher. 
The result would be greater benefit to those for whom 
both are laboring—namely, the children. 

The schoolhouse in district No. 6 has been thoroughly 
repaired, and smaller repairs have been made in several 
other schoolhouses. That these small repairs should be © 
kept up each year, is an important item in the economy 
of using school funds. 

An Andrews Tellurian Globe be been purchased for the 
use of the schools. From this children may be given a 
comprehensive understanding of the relationships of the 
earth, sun, and moon; making an interesting study of a 
subject once left greatly to one’s imagination. 

The old spelling book has been replaced by the Ameri- 
can Word Book—one whose words, and methods of using 
words, give valuable and useful knowledge to the child 
He REAM them. 

The gift of Mr. Warren to the town should be, and no 
doubt is, greatly appreciated by the townspeople. Such 
gifts show a substantial interest in the town’s welfare, 
and give power to aid materially in the betterment of our 
common schools. 

As it is, although we may wish for improvement, we 
have no reason to feel ashamed of our schools. Those of 
our pupils who have gone from them to schools of higher 
grades, in various towns, have high standing in those 
schools; and we have others, still working in our schools, 
equally capable of taking as high a degree of excellence. 


This fact speaks for itself.
